THE CATTLE BUSINESS. 


FRANK .WILKESON TELLS OF_TH£ 


TERRIBLE SCENES OF WINTER. 


A Fearful Storm on. tlie Plain* and fclie 


lli'sultlng Destruction of Animal faff. 
rierils Drifting; with Storm-M:iu'» In- 


I saw the upper North Platto valley ngain 


in winter. By Jan. 1 tho lofty mountains 
which bound tho valley were covered ivlth 
snow. Such portions of them as were above 
the timber linos wore dazzling whito. Threo 
or four feet of snow lay on tho pino claJ 
mountain Hanks. Tho oik and deor had left 
tho highlands and roamed over the foothills 
and in tho river valley. The small amount 
of snow that had fallen in tho valley during 
November and December had been blown 
Into tho su^o brush, or had mysteriously dis- 
appeared, licked up by tho dry, cold air.dur- 
ing tho warmer portions of the day. Ono day, 
early in January, dark clouds swirk-d around 
tho s:iow clad mountain peaks. They rose 
nnil fell, now tho whito peaks appeared aliovo 
tho vapor, now sank, apparently, out of siKlit. 
Oreiit masses ot cloud would bo suddenly 
torn from the main mass of circling vapor 
and dashed into tho foothills by ffustsot wind. 
ICorthward a' low, black lino of clouds began 
to slowly rise abovo tho horizon. Tho air 
grew colder and colder. 


Tho unoosy cattlo lowed and moved out ol 


tho valloy to tho foothills. Bandsof antclop* 
galloped at full speed across tho compara- 
tively level valloy and disappeared. A hand 
ot elk trotted rapidly from tho river to the 
foothills of tlw> Sierra Madro range. The 
south wind cea9c4 to blow. 
Thero was a 


brief calm and profound silence. Then, witl 
a mighty roar, tho keen, arctic liko wine 
rushed out of tho north. Tho clouds tha 
were swirling around tho mountain top 
formed into lino at tho command of natur 
and charged furiously down tho deeply fur- 
rowed flunks of tho range. Long tonffnes o 
snow laden vapor preceded tho advance o 
tho cloud lino, as skirmishers u lino of battle 
In tha north tho dark line of clouds shot u]>- 
ward, as if throw« from a crevico liku mor 
tar. 
Ice, sand, snow and gravel How ulmos 


horizontally through tho air. 
/ 


Tho mercury sank for below wro. Th 


wind fairly howled as it poured through th 
funnel liko volley. 
Tho utmost extent o 


vision was about thirty yards; beyonJ tha 
n rushing dirt colored wall of snow and sand. 
No man dared to venture forth from th 
ranch house. The cattlo did not go Cor watei 
nor did they graze during tho three days this 
storm raged, but stood huddled together in 
tho lee of rocks nnd Muds and willow thic] 
ots. 
Tho weak cattlo disappeared before this 


arctic blizzard as lumps of ico before a fur 
r.oce. Strong steers passed through it witl 
but littlo apparent discomfort, and no loss 
I know of no bettor place to freezs weak con- 
and stock cattlo to death than tho uppe 
North Platto valley. 


A sevoro storm on tho plains, where then 


is no shelter for cattlo, is exceedingly destruc- 
tives to animal life, and is especially hard on 
cows and on "through cattle"—that is, cattl 
that havo just been driven on to tho range 
from Teros generally. Tho savoro storms 01 
the plains aro always from the north. Tb 
air is thick with snow and Ico. The eiceed 
iugh- cold wind blows fiercely. Tbo mercurj 
ranges from zoro to 50 degrees below zero 
Tho cattle, unablo to stand igoinst tho wind 
drift with tho storm. At first with activ 
steps and many hollows, thoy walk bravel 
down tho storm. 
But long before th 


strength of the buzzard'is expended they bo 
corr.o woary and discouraged. Thoir lou 
bellows are supplanted by moans. They be 
como sullen and apparently indifferent 
tf. 


their fate, Thoy travel until they fall or un 
til they find shelter, or until the storm has 
passed. 


After drifting dovm tho wind for hou: 


yes, for days—af tor crossing dosolatodivides 
after staggering over tho trackless plains fo 
many miles, staggering Blngly or in pairs o 
in families on a Journey tho horrors of wbic 
cannot bo described, theso wretched animals 
may come on a barbed wire fenco, unlaw 
fully erected by greedy cattle owners to keep 
other men's cattle from water. Tho miser 
able, starring animals holt at the barbec 
wire fenco, and there many of them die. Th 
intensely cold wind sifts through their bodii 
so quickly that they stand motlonlesn, head 
down to tho wind, and die rather than turn 
their sides to tho doatu dealing blast. OHM 
durinea frightful storm which swept ove 
western Nebraska, I heard tho faint moanin 
of cattlo in distress; tho sod sound vibratoc 
mournfully through tbo ijtoady rhythmical 
beat of tbo storm. I opened tbo door of th 
dugout in which I hod sought shelter, nn 
saw a largo herd of cattlo walking down th 
storm. Their heads hung low; tbe snow an 
ico particles were packed solidly into thoir 
boir; their nostrils wore :lce coated. For 
foot above the earth the air was packed wit 
drifting snow, whicb hid thu lower portioi 
of the cattle's legs from my vision. Thej 
looked liko the whit* specters of cattlo floa^ 
ing with a snow laden arctic wind to a frozer 
hell. 


Unlike a stampeda of cattlo In tho sum 


mer, when tho herd can be turned and mad 
"tomill|"orcanibflgather«l at tho banko 
some river, nothing <•»" bo dono to Intercep 
the flight of cattlo during :i blizzard on th 
plains, Th« oitent of vfedon is but a fo' 
yards. Tho cold Is intcniio. To leave th 
huts, dignified by the namo of ranch houses 
is exceedingly dangerous. Snow alters th 
appearance of tho plains to greatly that n 
raan who is caught out in » blizzard can tell 
whero ho is. To get lost oil tho plains durin; 
a bliszard Is a most serious misfortune, am 
ono that has cost hundreds of strong me 
their lives. Tho cattle havo, of necessity, tc 
bo allowed to drift whither they list. 1 hav 
seen cattlo branded with "Wyoming irons 
groilng hi southern Indian territory. The} 
had drifted that great distance in ono winter' 
stonis. 


Tho maternal instinct is strong in tho half 


wild cows of Texas. They lovo their calves. 
Thoy defend them from tho attack of i-ar 
nivorous animals as long as they uavo iifo 
Thoy feed and protect them until they'ar 
pushed from thoir sides by younger calve* 
No cow can raiso a calf on tho southern grai 
ing ground and at tho samo timo be gestant 
without being in serious pcriL Thero is f 
double drain on their systems, whicb the cow 
cannot withstand unless well fed and properl; 
cared for. 
Tho care- they receive on th 


rongo is to bo turned adrift to take care o 
themselves. During the winter they wande 
over tho snow-dad, wind-swept plains, nurs 
Ing tho calves which bleat at their sides 
daily they grow poorer after tho first severe 
storms. 
Been to-day, nnd again in two 


weeks, thoy aro hardly rocognizablo. They 
look as if thoy hod been planed down with a 
i-unnlngly devised jackplane, that, gouged thB 
flesh from beneath their skins. That plane is 
the north wind and tho ico particles which Cy 
almost horizontally through, tho air.
